These two letters 
now he before me. The memorial to the 
Czar contains about 7,000 words and is a 
frank, earnest, but temperate and perfectly 
respectful petition for liberty, justice, and the 
redress of wrongs. It does not *menace the 
Emperor with the fate of Peter III., 
and Alexander II. unless he 
bis present reactionary policy, it 
does not contain so much as a suggesiion of 
assassination, and I cannot find in itanything 
that even remotely resembles a threat. It 
seems to me to be a calm, reasonabie review 
of the existing state of things in Russia, 
coupled with an earnest appeal for a more 
luberal and gressive policy in the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the empire. The 
address is too long, of course, for usein a 
newspaper, but I hope soon to print it in full, 
and m the meantime I quote its concluding 
paragraphs. They are as follows: 
RUSSIA'S GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 

„Russia paid dearly for the policy of Nicholas I. 
The reforms of your Majesty will throw Russia 
back into the gloomy peri The bitter lesson 
of the Crimean War compelied Alexander IL at 
the end of the fifth and ning of the sixth 
decade of the present century to change his pol- 
icy. Is it possible that another such bitter les- 
eon is necessary in order to make manifest the 
Gecay of existing imperial institutions? Salva- 
won is to be found only in a return to the 
reforms of your,father and in a further extension 
and development of them. Freedom of speech, 
inviolability of personal rights. freedom of as- 
sembly, open courts, ample opportunities for 
ecucation suited to all capacities, prevention of 
administration license (proizvol), and a national 
assem. biy in which ail classes shall be represent- 
ed by Gelegates of their own choosing—these are 
the only things that will save the State, 

“The measure of endurance is filled to over- 
flowing. It may be that a revolution which shall 
Overthrow the monarchy is far distant; but local 
Gisorders are probable, and the district rulers 
appointed by you and thrown as an additional 
burden upon the sboulders of the rural commune 
will do more to incite such disorders than will 


all the efforts of our revolutionists. The nation 


will w used to bloodshed. Honest citizens 


: look forward with terror to the miseries that 


= 


sooner or later will be caused by the all-powerful 
and dominating influence of the bureaucracy 
over the people. They look forward to these 
miseries and are silent; but their children and 
grandchildren will not be silent. 

“ You are an autocratic Czar, restrained only by 
laws which you yourself make and aiter, or by 
Officials who do not execute those laws, but 
whom you yourself appoint, One word from you 
and there will be a change in Russia which will 
leave a oright page in history. It you choose to 
leave instead a dark page you will not bear the 
curses of posterity, t they will be heard by 
your children; and what a terrible inheritance 
you sre thus transmitting to them! 

“Your Majesty is one of the mightiest mon- 
archs of the world. lam only a working unit in 
the hundred million whose fate you hold in your 
band; but, nevertheless, I feel that it is my 
morai right and my duty as a Russian to say to 
you what I have said. 

These paragraphs are fairly characteristic 
of the tone of Mme. Tsebrikova’s memorial, 
and 1 do not think that people of the Angio- 
Saxon race who have won their great fight 
for liberty will find in this earnest a of 
u brave and thoughful woman any justifica- 
tion or excuse for her arrest, imprisonment, 
and banishment to Siberia. 

“In transmitting this memorial Mme. 
Tsebrikova sends to me the following letter 
in explanation of her motives and aims:

In a recent interview with a correspond- 
ent of the London Times, Mr. Galkin, Vrass- 
koy, Director of the Chief Russian Prison 
A istration, is reported to have said 
that Western writers have idolized the 
Nihilists beyond all resemblance to the 
reality. Wretched men and women have 
been endowed with qualities of refinement 
and good breed ing, such as a university ed- 
ucation and other Russian surroundings 
never gave, while their social depravity is 
so great in many cases that it would shock 
English people if translated into proper En- 
giish equivalents. 

“I desire to discuss Russian affairs temper- 
ately, reasonebly, and with seif-restraint, 
and I will not, therefore, give expression to 
my opinion this attempt to blacken the 
characters of men and women who, from a 
moral point of view, represent the flower of 
Russian manhood and womanhood, and 
who, like Mme. Tsebrikova, have deen 
thrown into prison or sent to Siberia 
for expressing opinions that, if I lived in 
Russia, I should be ashamed not to express.

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IOWA LEGISLATORS DISCUSSING THE 
LIQUOR Laws. ‘ 


A Report That Certain Republican Mem- 
Ders of the House Will Vote with the 
Democrats for Local Option if There 
Are Assurances That the Bill Can Get 
Through the Seuate-—The Text-Book 
Question in lowsa—General Political 


News. 

Des Mornes, Ia, March 26.—[Special.|— 
There was a considerable discussion of tne 
subject of temperance legislation today. In 
the Senate the Committee on Suppression of 
Intemperance voted to recommend for indef- 
inite postponement ail the bills proposing 
local option. However, the Democratic cau- 
cus local option bill and the Lawrence ocal 
option bill are in the hands of the Commit- 
tee on Cities and Towns, whichis nearly 
equaliy divided upon the subject, and these 
bilis will probably be reported back without 
recommendation. A story was in circula- 
tion late this afternoon that certain Repub- 
lican members of the House had agreed that 
if there were sufficient assurances that a 
local option bill would pass the Senate 
it would have a majority in the 
House. One of the Republican mem- 
bers referred to stated to Tus TRIBUNE 
correspondent that the Democratic caucus 
bill was a good one and one which, in his 
judgment, would be practicable, but as it 
was labeled Democratio he didn’t see how 
tne Republicans could support it. The 
House text book committee decided this 
afternoon upon the kind of measure which 
will be presented to the House by them on 
the school book question. Representative 
Powers’ bill, which provides for district pur- 
chase, was amended to include a provision 
for optional county uniformity of text books. 
As thus amended the committee decided by 
a vote of 8 to 8 to recommend the bill to the 
House. The bill will de brought up in the 
House at an early day; and it promises to call 
forth a lively discussion, though its friends 
contideatly claim that it. will have a good 
9 * final vote. 

The House — | Committee decided 
to report for passage a bill adopting the feat- 
ures of the IIlinois law making employés’ 
claims for wages for ninety days, not exceed- 
ing $100, preferred claims in case the prop- 
erty of their employers is attached.

FARMERS DEMAND A CHANGE, 


The Bourbons of South Carolina Alarmed 
at the Action of the Grangers. 
CHARLASsTOx, S. C., March 26.—[Special.]— 
In response to a call issued by Capt. George 
Washington Schell, President of the Farm- 
ers’ Association of South Carolina, a remark- 
able convention will assemble tomorrow at 
the State Capital. This assemblage will be 
composed in the main of farmers, but not en- 
tirely, as a few of the early-bird polititians 
have seen the shift of the wind and nave 
trimmed their sails accordingly. The poli- 
ticians, as a general thing, are as silent as 
clams. They are straddling the fence and 
waiting to see what the convention will do 
before they commit themseives to any policy. 
The old-iine Democratic hacks have raised 
the ory that the farmers are trying to Ma- 
honeize South Carolina. Their organs are 
in a flutter of excitement, and they try to 
scare the agricultural reformers back into 
the regular paths by deciaring that they are 
making an entering wedge for the Repub- 
licans to come ia and capture the State. Tne 
Republicans look oa with great satisfaction 
at the family row and do all in their power 
to bri about a regular Kilkenry cat fight. 
The mers’ Association, under the d 
of Capt. B. R. Tiliman, brother of Congress- 
man George D. Tillman, took a hand in poli- 
tics in 1886 and in 1888. They came within a 
few votes of carrying the Democratic State 
Convention during both of those campaigns. 
They claim that their failure was due to a 
lack of organization and concentration of 
purpose, They propose to remedy that thia 
year by the holding ot this early convention, 
which will nominate their ticket and shape 
their platform.

ARCHBISHOP HEISS OF MILWAUKEE DEAD

The Venerable Prelate Expires at 
Crosse After a Lingering Illness. 

La Crossz, Wis., March 26.—[Special. j— 
Archbishop Heiss died at 7:45 this evening. 
He was conscious to

[The Most Rev. Michael Heiss, first Bishop of 
La Crosse and second Archbishop of Milwaukee, 
was born in Pfahidorf, Bavaria, April 12, 1818, 
entering the Latin school at the age of d. He 
was graduated with distinction from the 
gymnasium of Newburg in 1835. He first studied 
law, but feeling called to the service of the 
church undertook a theological course in the 
University of Munich, where the eminent Pro- 
fessors Goerres, Moehler, and Dominger were 
among his instructors. He entered the 
ecclesiastical seminary at Eichstadt and was 
ordained by Cardinal Reisach Oct. 18. 1840, and re- 
ceived a curacy, but came to the United States in 
1848 and was appointed to the Church of Mother 
of God ia Covington, ; 

On the appointment of Dr, Henni to Milwaukee 
the Rev. Mr. Heiss accompanied him, acting as 
secretary and doing miss.on work round about, 
especially among the lake shore settiements to 
the north. He founded St. Mary's Church in 
1846, but his health failed and he spent two years 
in Europe. On his return he became President 
of Salesianum, and by learned theological works 
showed his ability aud erudition, On the di- 
vision of the diocese he was selected for the 
See of La Crosse and consecrated Sept. 6, 
1868 The diocese, which embraces that portion 
of the State north and west of the Wisconsin 
River, bad an early French settlement at 
Prairie du Chien about 1689. In the present 
century it was first visited by a priest in 1817, 
and the corner-stone of a church was laid in 1839. 
Under the administration of Bishop Henni re- 
ligion had made such progress in this part of the 
State that the new Diocese of La Crosse con- 
tained forty churches, attended by fifteen 
priests. 

Bishop Hetss 8 to develop the work. 
He establishe the Franciscan Sisters at 
La Crosse, and Meir mother house soon sup- 
plied teachers for twenty-five parochial schools 
and two asylums. The Christian Brothers opened 
St. John’s College at Prairie duChien ana the 
Sisters of Notre Dame had excellent schools un- 
der their care. After ter years the Diocese of 
La Crosse had thirty-six churches, with resident 

stors, fifty others regularly visited, and 45,000 

atholics. When the failing health of Archbish- 
op Henni required the aid of a more vigarous 
prelate Bishop Heiss was promoted to the See of 
Adrianople March 4 1880, and appointed Goad- 
jutor, and the whole administration of the Mil- 
waukee Diocese soon devolved upon him, and on 
the death of. Archb shen Henni he became the 
second „N if that see. 

As a theologian Dr. Heiss took an active part 
in the Councils of St. Louis and the Second Plen- 
ary Council of Baltimore. He attendea the 
Vatican Council in 1869-'70, and was appointed by 
Pope Pius IX. a member of one of four great 
commissions, each being composed of twelve 
Bishops, representing ail parts of the world. 
The pallium was conferred upon Archbishop 
Heiss in his cathedral April 22, 1882. June 8 ia 
the following year he laid the corner-stone of a 
new cathedral, a building worthy of the great 
and flourishing diocese. e attended the Third 
Plenary Conneil of Baltimore in November, 1884. 
The Archbishop was a worker and believed the 
clergy should die in the harness, which was the 
highest honor he sought for himself.] 


Jastice Campbell of Michigan. 

Detroit, Mich., March 26.—Justice James 
V. Campbell of the Michigan Supreme Court, 
a member of the Supreme bench since 1859, 
died suddenly at his homein this city this 
morning. Justice Campbell was born in New 
York in 1823, came to Michigan in early life, 
and was one of the pioneers of the State, 
He has been Chief Justice of the bench in 
rotation nine times, has been a law professor 
of the University of Michigan since the or- 
ganization of the law department of that in- 
stitution, was one of the standing committee 
of tne Protestant Episcopal Diocese of Mich- 
igan, and was a man of wide culture, His 
death was caused by heart-disease. His fam- 
ily found him in his chair, where he had died 
whiie reading a newspaper.

MARQUETTE CLUB RECEPTION. 


He Strongly Objects te the Attitade of the 


Roman Catholic Church Toward Amer- 
loan Free Institutions of Learning—Ke- 


plying to an Encyclical Letter from the 
Pope to the Premises—Why Children 
should Be Taught in the English Lan- 


guage. . 

In responding to a toast at the recepuon 
given by the Marquette Club Tuesday night 
Mr. F. J. Loesch made use of piain language 
with reference to the Roman Catholic Church 


and its attitude toward the free publeo 


schools, In view of the fact that Mr. Loesch 
is a Roman Catholic himself the speech ex- 
cited considerable comment. The substance 
of it on the point in question is given below: 

I shail take as my theme “Our Public School 
System. This club was organized to promote 
the 3 and spread of patriotism and of Re- 
publican principies. Under the term “ Repub- 
lican principles we do not mean alone Repub- 
lican party principles, but the great rights of 
liberty known under the term of Republican— 
the generic term. 

In the last two years the States of Wisconsin 
and Illinois have passed laws substantially alike 
upon the question of compulsory education. the 
requirements of the acts of both States in 
substance that all children between 7 and 14 
years old shall attend some free public school for 
at least sixteen weeks in each year, at least eight 
weeks of which attendance must be consecutive, 
But the child may be excused by the proper au- 
thorities from attending the free public schools 
if such child shall attend some private day 
school approved by the proper authorities; bat 
no such school to be regarded as a school unless 
therein shall be taught in the English language 
„ reading, writing. and arithmetic, history of the 
United States, and geography.“ 

A VICIOUS ASSAULT. 

It would seem, geutlemen, there could be no 
reasonable objection to such a law as this in this 
land of freedom; but it so happens that a vicious 
assault has been made upon the laws of thesetwo 
States within but u few days past. A prominent 
member of the Democratic party of the State of 
Illinois at a great love feast of politicians of that 
party in this State announced the antagonism of 
his party to this law. and as one of the causes 
to which they look for the defeat of the 
Republican party at the coming election. Sim- 
ultaneous with this the Lutheran ministers of 
Milwaukee attacked the law of Wisconsin as 
subversive of personal liberty and the rights of 
parents to send their children to such other 
schools as they please where the English lan- 
guage is not taught. Upon the very heels of 
that came a letter signed by three Catholic Bish- 
ops of the State of Wisconsin denouncing the 
law as au infringement of the rights of parents 
to have their children educated in religious prin- 
ciples in schools provided by the church. And 
almost coincident with all these is the encyolical 
letter of the Pope,in which he describes the 
State schools—meaning, most likely, the free 
public schools of the United States—as places 
where the children of Christian parents are 
“rm bued with the fatal poison of impiety.“ 

Now, gentiemen, when attacks are mude from 
sO many quarters having one object in view we 
must conclude that they must have one common 
source. In any criticism Ihave to make upon 
any sect I do not wish to bold this club responsi- 
ble for any sentiment that I may express, for the 
sentiments are mine alone, and I wish to say 
thatIam not hostile to any sect or to any re- 
ligion whatever. It cannot be truthfully said 
that one is hostile to a church when he is born 
into, baptized in, and brought up in the faith of 
that church, whose mother breathed her last in 
the faith that her belief in the tenets 
of that church secured ber eternal 
salvation; whose father is a consistent member 
of such. It cannot be true that these laws are 
infringements of personal liberty; for no citizen 
of this Republic has the liberty of allowing his 
children to grow up in ignorance of the language 
of the couutry—the language in which its laws, 
ite history, and its Constitution is written, It 
seems to me needless to argue, from whatever 
source such an opposition should come, that the 
State has not the right to preserve its own éxist- 
ence by eg mr its children to learn the lan- 
guage of tne Nation at large. 

Now, gentiemen, I have attended Catholio 
parochial schools, private non-sectarian, and 
free public schools, and haven't very much edu- 
cation at that, but the experience i had in the 
three, while, of course, limited to myself and 
what Isaw, made it clear to me then and as the 
years have gone by that neither the private 
school nor the sectarian school was equal to a 
free public school &s conducted in our Northern 


States. 
REPLYING TO THA POPE. 

The Pope in his encyclical letter has said that 
the children were “imbued with the fatal poison 
of impiety.” It cannot but be known to you that 
in this city a large proportion of the teachers in 
our public schoois are Roman Catholics, If the 
Pope is right, then those teachers must be im- 
buing their scholars with the fatal poison of im- 
piety, If they are notimbuing the scholars with 
it, then they must be imbuing it by the very air 
that they breathe. But 1 do not believe it to be 
true. I, of course, speak only from observation 
and personal experience, but I am satisfied that 
children are no more imbued with impiety in our 
public schools than they are in our parochial 
schools. Our public school system cannot be 
charged with impiety when the various religious 
sects have, upon their objections, succeeded in 
excluding the Bible from the public schools. B 
reusou of that act it Goes not now lie in their 
mouths to say that the schools are impious. 

But another objection is raised to our system 
of public schools, and it is that the sects, 
having provided church schools and paid for the 
tuition of their children theerin, ought not to be 
tuxed for the benefit of the public schoois, and 
therefore are entitled to a division of the taxes 
raised for the support of the public 
schools. The statement of the prop- 
osition defeats it. There are numerous 
sects who ask for no division, who have no private 
schools, and beyond all the sects there is a majori- 
ty of people who belong to no church and who ask 
to bave their children schooled by the State. 
rhese people have rights equal to those who ask 
for a division of the school money. If such a 
thing could be granted to one then ‘all 
ought to share equs ly, and the result 
would de that you and 1 might 
pay taxes for the support of schools of a de- 
nomination with which we had no sympathy. 
The State schools would be frittered away and 
the whole grand system of public schools, as es 
tablished in America for the common people, 
would be utterly destroyed, In the public 
schools alone can we look for the teaching 
of patriotism as shown in the 
of our great count and the 
ite great men; a oe : 
in the private and sectarian schools patriotism is 
not taught, children are not imbued with patriot 
ism. It is one of the subjects wiich is neglected. 
Patriotism is an idea; it 1s of the imagination; it 
is the love of our land, its rivers, its hills, its 
mountains, its plains, its towns, villages, and 
cities, its past history, the knowledge of the 
great men that have gone before, the glorious 
deeds that have been wrought upon its soil 
When the object of the school is primarily some- 
thing else thaa giving the child an education 
patriotism and the study of history must 
necessarily be neglected. 

NOT INTER¢ERING WITH SECTS. 

We are assaulting no sect; we object to no sect 
keeping itsown schools and teaching therein 
whatever it pleases of the dogmas of its church; 
we are simply standing in the defense of our be- 
loved schools, We object only to foreign or 
Gomagogie dictation in that which concerns the 
vital life of ourselves as a people. You cannot 
charge us with bigotry or intolerance when we 
simpiy ask that our public school system shall 
be let alone to educate the people in 

atriotism and as American citizens in the 
anguage of our land. Why, think ot it. The 
County of Cook this year asks more for the sup- 
port of its schools from the taxpayers than the 
entire revenue of the thirteen original States 
came to in 1791. There ought to be but one lan- 
guage taughtin our public schools. German, 
French, Latin, Greek, and fancy branches have 
no place therein. 

Iam thankful for two things, gentlemen—one 
that Almighty God allowed me to be born in this 
country as an American freeman, and the other 
that Lreceived my best education in its free 
public schools,

MRS. WHITEHEAD REFUSES TO TESTIFY. 


She Olaims Her Privilege as an Accused 
Party—Dr. Black's Evidence, 

Lararzrra, Ind., March 26.—[Special. |— 
Dr. D. R. Black of New Richmond was the first 
witness in the Pettit case today. Biack was 
called in consultation with Dr. Yeager. Wit- 
ness said the patient was in a stupor when 
he arrived early Wednesday morning and 
she could not be roused.

Black was on the stand five hours. 

Mrs. Elma C. Whitehead was called by the 
State, but when placed on the stand submit- 
ted a written statement setting forth rea- 
sons why she would decline to answer ques- 
tions. She asked that her attorney be per- 
mitted to read the paper, which the court re- 
fused. The court told her to step aside for 
the present until he looked into the matter. 
The paper of Mrs. Whitehead sets out that 
she is jointly indicted with Pettit for the 
murder of the latter’s wife, and inasmuch 
as such indictment is still pending she claims 
her privilege as a witness and as an accused 
party. She also asked that the Prosecuting- 
Attorney be restrained from further per- 
secuting aud annoying her, 

Mrs. Selina Borum said Pettit and Mrs. 
Wnitehend were eften together. They were 
attentive to eachother.

At the night session in the Pettit case Dr. 
R. M. O'Ferrail testitied in answer to tne 
hypothetical question of the State narrating 
the symptoms and actions of Mrs. Pettit that 
she had all the evidence of strychnine poison, 
and in his opinion, based on the facts as 
stated, her death wag caused by strychnine 
poison.

THE FIGHT OF THE CARPENTERS.

No Disposition to Give It Up—A Mass- 
Meeting Heid—The First Strike. 

A mass-meeting of carpenters was held 
under the auspices of Union No. 28 at Fourth 
Ward Hall, corner of Thirty-seventh street 
and Wabash avenue, last evening. Fully 
400 men were present and about fifty new 
members were admitted to the union. An 
address was made by Theodore Gestefeld. 
The demands of the carpenters, he said, 
were just. In demanding an eight-hour day 
it was proper that they should also ask for 
an increase of * A carpenter could 
not work over ; days in a year, ana 
at the rate of 40 cents an hour and eight 
hours a day they would only make $640 a 
year. It was right that the men should reg- 
ulate the apprentice system, since the em- 
ployers wanted to use it to the detriment of 
the men. The best thing would be not to 
have any contractors or middlemen atall, but 
have those who wanted to build make their 
contracts directly with the union. Labor 
should not be considered a commodity. 

“When a man sells bis labor,“ said the 
speaker. be gives up his struggle for exist- 
ence outside of that, and it should yield him 
enough to keep him alive and to give 
dun time to fit himself better for 
the struggle. This is not a struggle 
for wages and hours, but for the existence of 
the carpenters’ trade. And, further, it is 
the battle of labor in general. The carpen- 
ters have been selected by the unanimous 
voice of organized labor as the advance- 
guard in the eight-hour battle. Itisa strug- 
gie for the dignity of labor, for the dignity 
of men. The responsibility rests upon tbe 
non-union men. They have it in their power 
to delay this temporarily, though it must cer- 
tainly come, But if thev do thereis a fate 
that will sweep over them. They will be the 
first to suffer again when suffering shall be- 
gin.

Mr. King Did Not Prosecate Her. 

Simeon W. King. the United States Commis- 
siocer who was horsewhipped on tne steps of tne 
First National Bank Building Tuesday noon, did 
not appear in the Armory Police Court yesterday 
morning to prosecute Mrs, Frank Kent, the 
woman who assaulted him. She entered the 
witness-box dressed in widow's weeds and with 
the brim of her large black hat tied down on 
both sides. Justice Prindtville set the case for

“I wish you would continue the case for a Week, 
your Honor. Ifthe man I assaulted wishes to 
come here and prosecute me I should like to give 
him time todoso.

Kaew How to Work the Game.

A Hearse Burned by Incendiaries. 

Fire was discovered last night in a small barn 
at No. 78 Judd street, owned by J. B. Etteran 
and used by a Jewish congregation for keeping 
a hearse and a large ice receptacle for the pres- 
ervation of dead bodies.

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THE STORY OF THE LIVES OF CURTIS 
VALENTINE AND HIS WIFE, 


First an Elopement acd Finally a Suicide, 
if Reports Be True—Both the Husband 
and His Better Half Said to Have De- 
serted Their Spouses Ten Years Ago— 
Their Dying Requests—A Man and a 
Gan Cause a Stampede on West Madi- 


son Street. 

All the elements of a romance in real life 
were brought to light Tuesday by the suicide 
of a woman who haa been known in Chicago 
during the last ten years as Mrs. Curtis A. 
Vaientine. She was believed to be the wife 
of the expressman of that name who lived at 
No. 75 East Indiana street up to the time 
of his death, about five weeks ago. The cou- 
ple were well known in the neigb borhood, 
the man taking quite an interest in politics 
and being at the time of his last illness a 
judge of election for the precinct in which he 
lived. Mr. and Mrs. Valentine seemed to be 
more than ordinarily happy. And they 
were. 

Their happiness, however, originally in- 
volved the wrecking of two families. The 
woman was the wife of a well-to-do butcher 
named Fred Minker of La Salle, III., and tne 
mother of four children, the oldest of whom 
is now 19% The man was a husband 
and the father of four children, whom he left 
in Paw Paw. Eleven years ago they met for 
the first time, and it was a case of love at 
first sight. As the intimacy grew it was 
learned that neither was happily married, 
and after a year’s acquaintance an elopement_ 
was decided on. 

The couple came to Chicago, and settling 

on the North Side began hfe over again. 
Valentine worked hard and being steady and 
industrious was accumulating money. 
Six weeks ago he was taken sick and died 
a week later. His last wish was to be buried 
by the side of the wife he had deserted ana 
who had died of a broken heart. Valentine’s 
wish was complied with. 

The death of her husband (the couple had 
finally married), together with bis dying 
wish, had a most depressing effect on Mrs. 
Valentine, and during the last five weeks she 
often expressed a wish that she might die 
ano be buried beside her husband. 

Last Friday she took a dose of morphine. 
Medical aid was summoned, and at first it 
was thought she would recover, but she 
either secured more of the drug or was not 
as near ne sag she had seemed, for she 
died Tuesday. er dying request was to be 
buried by the side of her dead husband. 

Her friends in La Salle were notitied, and 
on their arrival here yesterday declared that 
the disgrace of the woman’s life should not 
be extended beyond the grave, and that they 
would bury her in Rosehill. 

Valentine was 44 years old and the wom- 
an 4. A few years after she left 
her first husband he secured a divorce, and 
as Valentine’s wife bad died in the mean- 
time the impediment to @ legal marriage was 
removed. 

The woman will be buriedin Rosehill to- 
day. although some of her friends said last 
night she might be taken to Paw Paw. 

eople in the house where the Valentines 
had their home declare the couple did not 
live together until after the woman’s hus- 
band had procured adivorce and the man’s 
wife had died. They also say Mrs. Valen- 
tine did not take the morphine with sui- 
cidal intent. The Coroner will make an in- 
vestigation.

The Cregier- 
ites therefore are working wholly for 
Richards. Oehmen with his bad Coun- 
cil record has been thrown over. The 
Irish Democrats of the Fifth and Sixth 
Wards have been directed to prepare their 
political knives for him because he fought 
against Mike Bransfleld for City Clerk last 
April.

MAYOR CREGIER AND THE CARPENTERS 
STRIKE. 


The Carpenters’ Union of this city, an or- 
ganization to which a large majority of the 
members of the craft in this city belong, 
gave notice several weeks ago that on and 
after the 7th of next month it should insist 
on having the eight-hour day, wages to be at 
the rate of 40 cents an hour. That would be 
$3.20 for eight hours’ work, as against tne 
$3.50 which has been paid for ten hours’ 
work—a reduction of 20 per cent in the hours 
of work and 8 per cent in the wages paid per 
day. 

The contractors are ready to grant at least 
@ portion of these demands. It is not likely 
that manyof them would refuse the eight- 
hour day. Itis possible had the carpenters 
spoken earlier in the year many of the em- 
ployers would have granted nearly all that 
was asked. But the men waited so long that 
large numbers of the contractors went 
ahead, fancying that the old scale of wages 
would stand, and made contracts which it 
will take them till June tocompiete. To re- 
quire them to pay the men at work on these 
jobs the rise in the new scale is to ask them 
to submit to heavier losses than they feel in- 
clined or are abie to stand. 

The indications are that the carpenters 
will stick to their position. The “ bosses” 
appear to be determined not to grant all that 
is asked of them. If neither side gives way 
there will certainly be a strike,“ which 
will hurt seriously the building interests of 
Chicago, and will throw tens of thousands of 
men out of work. The carpenters will be 
the only ones to “ go out,” and their distress 
will be somewhat relieved by the assess- 
ments which will be levied for their benefit 
on the members of the trade throughout the 
United States. There will be a fund from 
which, for some weeks at least, each man 
can be aided to the extent of a few dollars 
weekly. But for the bricklayers, painters, 
plasterers, plumbers, roofers, masons, stone- 
cutters, steamfitters, teamsters, and men of 
other trades who are thrown out of work by 
no fault of their own, but simply because the 
strike of the carpenters has blocked ali work, 
there is no relief. They have to wait and 
suffer till a quarrel not of their making has 
come to an end by exhaustion. 

Almost the only ones who profit by such a 
strike are the landlords. They are able to 
keep up or advance the rent of their houses 
because the number of new structures com- 
peting with theirs is lessened. All tenants 
and other interests, except the saloons, suf- 
fer directly or indirectly—workingmen by 
their loss of wages or higher rents, shop- 
keepers by bad debts or their loss of custom. 
The loss is one which itis difficult to figure 
out in dollars and cents, but all can see that 
it is great and far-reaching. The damage to 
the people of this city may be millions. 

Is there no way to avert this calamity and 
prevent a war in which both capital and 
labor will suffer, though tne latter will lose 
the most? Is there nobody who can induce 
these combatants to settle their difficulties 
by arbitration mstead of brute force, of 
starvation, or survival of the strongest! 
There 1s such a man—Mayor Cregier. It 1s 
his duty, and if be had not been derelict he 
would have acted long ago. 

However much a Mayor may wish to keep 
out of a great strike and dodge all responsi- 
bility ne cannot dose. The inevitable hour 
comes when he has to take a hand in the 
game. And according as he goes into it, late 
or early, the cards be will have to play will 
be “clubs” or“ hearts.”” No matter how 
peaceful the intentions of those who begin a 
strike, in nine cases out of ten it degenerates 
into violence. From looks to words end from 
words to blows. Then the Mayor and his 
police have to interfere. So Mayor Cregier 
cannot keep out of this impending strike, If 
he does not settle it peacefully now he may 
have to settle it forcibly hereafter. 

It is for him to study the precedents set by 
his predecessors and decide which be will 
follow. Mayor Roche succeeded in settling 
oy arbitration the difficulties between the 
North and West Side street railway men 
and their employers. On a previous occa- 
sion on the West Side Mayor Harrison tried 
the efficacy of clubs as trumps, and gained 
considerabie unpopularity through the ener- 
getic policy of Capt. Bonfield and his police. 
The fact that Mayor Cregier has done noth- 
ing as yet seems to indicate that he intends 
to follow in the footsteps of Mayor Harrison, 

and let things reach the last and worst stage 
before he takes an active part and clubs the 
carpenters into good behavior. 

It is nonsense for him te think he can steer 
clear of this labor trouble if the parties get 
to rioting, and itis therefore better for him 
to meet it plump. By virtue of his position 
he is the man to demand that the contestants 
arbitrate. With the men he ought to have 
considerable influence. Most of them voted 
for him. He was nominated on a platform 
which was filied with intense professions of 
devotaon to labor, and he accepted it. There- 
fore he should lose no more time—too much has 
already been wasted—and take the necessary 
steps to avert a conflict which may be disas- 
trous to labor this season and to the city for 
a long time, lessening the resources of the 
latter atatime when the preparations for 
the World's Fair will task them to the ut- 
most, and demand they should be increased, 
not diminished. Let there be no more trim- 
ming or dodging duty. The impending crisis 
calis for action. An ounce of prevention 
may be worth more than a ton of club cure. 


IRRIGATION IN NEW MEXICO. 

The most hopeful outiook for New Mexico 
is to be found in the great irrigating canais 
which will shortly be commenced for the re- 
claiming of the arid regions in the southern 
part of that Territory lying in the Vailey of 
the Rio Grande. As has been stated recently 
in Taz Tripunz, the irrigation company 
which has the work in charge owns a million 
acres on both sides the river, stretching 


| from the vicinity of Albuquerque to El Paso 


on the Mexican frontier. Along tuis distance 
of 300 miles it 1s proposed to construct a canal 
on either side the river, twelve miles distant 
from its bed, which will irrigate nearly two- 
thirds of the Rio Grande Valley in New Mex- 
ico, and make highty. productive lands 
which are now useless by their aridity. _ 

It is anticipated that this great work will 
take about three years and cost $5,000,000, or at 
tus rate of 5 an acre. It will be money well 
and profitably invested. The New Mexican »

lands are reclaimed and it is demonstrated 
that they can be made available for agricuit- 
ural use and profit immigration will tend in 
that direction, as it always doos when new 
lands are opened up, and the Valley of the 
Rio Grande will rapidly fill up with an indus- 
trious community of farm-workers and fruit- 
growers. Itis estimated that this valley is 
capable of supporting a population larger 
than that of Arizona at present, and this is 
just what New Mexico needs. She can never 
present a solid claim for admission to the 
Union until she finds some means of offset- 
ting her ignorant, squalid, lazy, un-American 
Greasers, who at present constitute the ma- 
jority of her peopie, by an infusion of active, 
industrious, intelligent Americans, and this 
the new project will do. These canals will 
not only reclaim the lands of the valiey, but 
by doing this will open the way for thou- 
sands of homes. 

Other irrigation schemes are also occupy- 
ing the attention of tne people. In addition 
to the Rio Grande canals, which will develop 
farming, a canal is being constructed along 
the Pecos River, which also has its rise in the 
Rocky Mountains, for a distance of a hun- 
dred miles to the placer mines northwest of 
Albuquerque, which are now suffering for 
want of water, and thus mining will be facili- 
tated. In a word, scientific irrigation on a 
great scale is destined to be the salvation of 
these great arid stretches and is bound to 
bring them under cultivation and fit them to 
be the homes of thousands. Engineering 
skiil in this case has overcome nature, and 
will compel her to enrich man from those 
great arid solitudes which have remained un- 
cultivated for ages. 


THE PRESENTMENT AGAINST TAMMANY. 

The grand jury in New York City handed 
up a fresh batch of indictments and a 
presentment to the Court of General Ses- 
sions Tuesday last. The presentment re- 
ferred exclusively to the management of the 
Sheriff's office by Flack, a Tammany sach- 
em, and the Tammany officials under him, 
and as the result of its inquiry the jury 
declares there is not a single redeéming 
feature in the administration of that of- 
fice. It is one blank record of violated law, 
tardy justice, forced settlements, corruption, 
and bribery, a disgrace to the city and a 
shame on civilization.” This is the testimony 
of the grand jury after a most careful and 
patient inquiry. The Sheriff himself is under 
indictment for an infamous criminal offense 
and is now called upon to answer to the 
charge of subornation of perjury, which may 


send him to the penitentiary if Tammany 


does not interfere with the operation of the 
law. A dozen of his most prominent officiais, 
all of them members of Tammany and many 
of them Assembly leaders, are also under in- 
dictment for extoruon, blackmau, stealing, 
and bribery. In the face of this overwhelm- 
ing revelation of rottenness Tammany has 
the audacity to indorse the scoundrels and 
defend them. The New York Sun, which has 
all along been a Tammany organ, says: 


These areall Tammany men; they were the 
holders of places under Tammany when the al- 
leged offenses for which tney are indicted took 
place. Most of them, with Martin most conspic- 
uous among them, are retained in their public 
posts. Allof them are continuedin full mem- 
bership and fellowship in Tammany. Mr. Croker 
is away; Mr. Gilroy has succeeded to the leader- 
ship of the organization. and we are apprised 
that he proposes figating out the political battle 
by making common cause with the indicted men, 
making their defense Tammany’s standard of 
public administration, and accepting whatever 
reproach may attach in the minds of voters to 
— of bribery, petit larceny, and extor- 

on. 

The position which Tammany takes in this 


matter is but a repetiuon of Tweed’s famous 
question, What are you going to do about 
it?” It is a bold defiance of the law, of hon- 
est public opinion, and of the authority of 
the courts. It is a public announcement of 
its determination to continue robbing the 
public, that its policy is to seize the public 
offices for the purpose of seizing the public 
money, and to charge fees to individuais to 
the extent that they will submit to be bled.

Never in the history even of the West Side 
Democratic party was there before such a 
shameless and indecent exhibition of boodle 
methods as in that tough Know-Nothing con- 
vention. Yet the tough saloonkeepers, the 
tougher gamblers, and the Tammany Hall 
city officeholders who constituted the con- 
vention indorsed all the shameful trafficking 
by making ail the nominations unanimous. 

Can the taxpaying Democrats of the West 
Division do the same by voting for the nomi- 
nees of Tuesday?

The frish-Bohemian-Danisb- 
Italian combination felt that they could get 
along without German or American votes. 
They believe that they can elect their candi- 
dates by the combined vote of the four na- 
tionalities of the coalition with the aid of the 
Poles.

Railroad Commissioner Becker of Minne- 
sota is quoted as saying the recent decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in the 
milk-rate cases will be far-reaching in its 
results and will act with particular emphasis 
A dispatch from Des 


sion as to what may possibly follow” and 
that the Granger element in Iowa severely 
condemns the decision.” This shoWs that 
the rcling of the Supreme Court is seriously 
misunderstood, since there is nothing in it 
that conflicts in any manner with just regu- 
lation of railroad charges, and it is in the in- 
terest of the carriers only to the extent of 
holding that the States cannot compel them 
to carry freight at less than the cost of the 
service. No honest Granger desires that, 
and the most radical Granger jaws now on 
the statute books provide carefully against 
any such result. The railroads are not and 
should not be required to accept rates which 
they can show to be unremunerative. 
Commissioner Becker says if the railroads 
are to be allowed rates which will cover op- 
Grating expeuses, interest on bonds, and 
some dividends on watered stock the compa- 
nies can practically escape all regulation by 
paying enormous salaries to their officers so 
as to swell expenses while they also expand 
their capitalization so as to call for increased 
returns. There is not a syllable in the decis- 
jon to indicate that the Supreme Court re- 
gards the stock capitalization of a railroad 
as a true measure of its value or that it con- 
templates the adjustment of charges on any 
other basis than the cost of the service and 
a fair profit on the capital actually invested. 
There need be no fear that the Supreme 
Court will ever hold that the true value of 
railroads is represented by the amount of 
securities issued against them or that rates 
must be high enough to cover watered stocks 
and bonds. In a case a few years ago that 
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Saen, eee da Wake ly 
ed indebtedness and stock, the court said: 


„Without any proof of the sum invested by 
the corporation or its trustees the court has 
no means, if it would under any circum- 
stances have the power, of determining that 
the rate of three cents a mile is unreason- 
able.“ 

Shippers in Iowa and elsewhere may rest 
assured that the railroads will display no 
eagerness to have their rates based on the 
cost of the service plusa fair profiton the 
actual investment. Whenever a case has 
been brought which promised a searching 
inquiry into these particulars the railroads 
invariably compromise and retire from court 
without atrial. No investigating committee 
or railroad commission has ever been able to 
worm out of a railroad company the exact 


truth as to the cost of moving freight and 


the amount of capital actually invested in its 


line and equipment. These are among the 


“trade secrets in the railroad business 
and they have been guarded with sleepless 
vigilance. The Supreme Court now says 
that ifa railroad desires to contest the rates 
fixed by a commission it must produce in 
court proofs showing the cost of the service 
and amount of actual capital invested and 
show if it can that the schedules prescribed 
would be unremunerative. The Supreme 
Court decision seems to promise that these 
long withheld secrets may be at last brought 
to the light and rates adjusted hereafter for 
fair protits only, not for returns on fictitious 
capital. It so shippers will know whether 
they are fairly treated, 

If the Supreme Court decision in the Min- 
nesota case could be interpreted as meaning 
that the railroads must be allowed rates 
which will supply returns on any amount of 
watered capital it might wel) be regarded as 
alarming. Such a doctrine as that would put 
rates beyond any effective regulation and 
give the railroads the privilege of charg- 
ing all the traffic would bear” on both State 
and inter-State freight. In that event the 
doctrine of, the right of the State Legis- 
latures and of Congress to prescribe any 
rates thought fit, whether remunerative to 
the carrier or not, would certainly come into 
play and be established by means of an 
amendment to the Constitution if that 
method should prove necessary. The people 
would not submit to a ruling binding them 
to supply annually hundreds of millions in 
the form of returns on pretended capital 
never actually invested and represented by 
stocks and bonds which cost little or noth- 
ing. The decision just announced cannot be 
regarded as meaning anything of the kind, 
and, while one or two of the Justices may be 
commitied to the theory that railroad rates 
must be such as will furnish a profit on the 
watered capitalization of a company, the. 
court.as a whole has already taken firm 
ground against any such proposition. 


WHY NOT ADVERTISE? 

As a general rule a newspaper favors the 
cause of the man who advertises, if his gd- 
vertisement does not offend good taste and 
public propriety, and from this point of view 
alone Taz TRIBUNE is disposed to defend Dr. 
Brinkerboff, a young practitioner, who has 
been dropped by the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons because he has advertised his 
special line of practice in the public papers. 
But, apart from this, why should the profes- 
sion longer retain this old and absurd custom 
of not allowing its members to advertise? In 
the case of Dr. Brinkerhoff, for instance, 
Tun Trispuns has been informed by one of 
the most prominent citizens of Chicago that 
he has been completely cured of a most pain- 
ful disease, which other physicians had been 
unable to remove, by the doctor, and that he 
was induced to apply to him by reading his 
advertisement. Probably others can give 
the same testimony. Why then should a 
physician who has made a special study of 
some form of disease and finds a special 
remedy for it, or has special skill in treating 
it, be debarred from announcing that fact 
in a modest advertisement? Why should 
he be prevented from making the fact pub- 
lic? One can readily understand why self- 
laudation and brazen puffery should be de- 
barred, for that is the trick of quacks, but 
puffery is one thing and a simple announce 
mentof the specialty which the physician 
feels qualified to treat is another. The pur- 
pose of an advertisement is to bring those 
who want something in contact with those 
who have that something to dispose of. The 
physician’s advertisement would answer the 
same purpose. The patient. wants to be 
healed, The advertisement would acquaint 
him with the doctor who could heal him 
and who had the skill to deal with his spe- 
cial case. This is not puffery or quackery. 
On the other hand, it looks very much like 
bumanity. 


Tus Germania, a German Lutheran paper 
printed in Milwaukee, says it will support 
the Democratic city ticket this spring.

For reasons, some of them intensely selfish, 
some of the Lutheran editors and ministers 


want English kept out of a large number of 


the Wisconsin schools, so that the children 


of Germans, even though born in America, 
may grow up ignorant of the language of the 
country, of its laws, manners and customs, 
and history, making them weaker citizens 
and less able to earn their own living. 

The Bennett law does not drive German 
from any school. Itsimply puts English in 
if the school is to stand on the same footing 


as a public one. That the two languages can 


live side by side is shown by the Chicago 
schools, where all parents who wish it can 
have their children taught German. Is it 
asking too much to suggest that the language 
of this country be used in all schools, as Ger- 
man is in all those in Germany and French 
in all those in France, though not all the citi- 
zens of Germany speak German or of France 
French?

PORTUGAL HAS CONCLUDED TO YIELD. 


Mre. McMurdo on Her Way to See Mr. 
Biaine About Her Claims. 
Lonpon, March 26.—Mrs. Catherine Mo- 
Murdo sailed by the Elbe Sunday for the 
purpose, it is believed, of having an inter- 
view with Mr. Blaine at Washington. She 
is understood to be perfectly satisfied with 
the present position of atfairs. Her 
satisfaction is based, it is believed, 
on her knowledge that Portugal has 
decided to yield to the United States in order 
to avoid the suspicion that she has given in 
to Engiand in the Delagoa Bay railroad mat- 
ter. Your Lisbon correspondent, who has 
been making special in qulries on tne subject, 

cables as follows this evening: 

“The British-American and Portuguese 
Goveru ments are quite agreed upon the Del- 
agoa railway question. The points in dispute 
are nearly settied, and the only question is as 
to the indemnity, which, it is admitted, 
must be paid. The United States Legation 
officials are perfectly satisfiea with the pres- 
ent phase of the negotiations and say that 
the Portuguese Government has given pru- 
dent proot of statesmansbip and a desire for 
an equitable settiement.

New York, March 26.—[Special.|—The 
above matter relates to the coniiscation of 
the Delagoa Bay railroad in East Africa by 
the Portuguese Government.

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HE THINKS TBE FRENCH WILL NOT 
DO MUCH FOR THE FAIR. 


They Are Not Greut Travelers and Their 
Artists Are Disgruntied by the Treat- 
ment Keceived from Americans—Dr. 
Rylance Wins His suit for Libel Against 
Vestryman Quackenboss — Tammany 
Badiy Scared by the State Senate In- 
veatigation—Miscelianeous Items. 


New Yorx, March 26.—[Special.]—Blis- 
tered by the sun and wind United States 
Minister Reid of Paris and New York 
stepped ashore from the steamship La Cham- 
pagne this morning for a ten-days’ call upon 
bis native land. Mrs. Reid, ner father, D. O. 
Mills, and Editor Nicholson were on the 
wharf to meet him. Minister Reid was at 
once driven to Mr. Mills’ residence. In an 
interview this evening he said: I shall go 
to Washington the latter part of the week, 
and next week [shall go to the old home- 
stead in Ohio, where I have a mother 87 
years old.“ 

Was Paris interested in the labor confer- 
ence at Berlin!“ 

“Intensely so,” said the Minister. “The 
feeling there now is very different from what 
it was at first. When the French people 
were first invited to send delegates to tne 
conference they were inclined to look with 
unfavorable eyes on it. They considered 
that the condition of the French workingman 
Was already far in advance of that of any 
other nation, if not indeed in advance of that 
proposed by the conference. But now they 
are heartily in favor of the conference.“ 

Mr. Reid was asked what effect the action 
of Congress regarding the World’s Fair had 
upon the interest of the French people. 

There is a subject on which I occupy deli- 
cate ground,” be said, smiling. As a pub- 
lic officer and an American 1 shall do my 
best to get foreign aid for it, and shall do all 
in my power to advance its interests. But 
personally, and as a New-Yorker, I must 
confess that I was disappointed that this 
city was defeated. It will undoubtedly make 
a difference with the interest which 
France will take in the tair. As a French- 
man said to me soon after the vote was an- 
nounced; Why you might as well talk of 
having a world's fair at Lyons. It is a large 
city, I know, but who would come to it or 
esteem it a French affair par excellence if it 
were not held in Paris?’ 

There is no doubt.“ continued Mr. Reid, 
“that the decision of Congress will affect 
French travel to this country. The French 
are not great travelers, and ‘when the 38,000 
miles of ocean is added to 1,000 miles of in- 
land travel in a strange lund where the 
French of Paris is not spoken you will find 
them very timid indeed, 

Just before sailing I was talking with the 
head of the recentiy deposed Cabinet, which 
had so much to do with the success of the 
Paris Exposition. He was commenting on the 
short time left for preparing for a Worid's 
Fair, and he said, with a good deal of force, I 
thought, Why havea Worid’s Fair at all? 
America has beaten the world taming the 
forces of nature; let her have a National Fair 
which shall exhibit her own imperial re- 
sources. It would be much better than any 
attempt to followin the lines of any preced- 
ing exposition.’ 

* But, seriously,” continued Mr. Reid, “I 
find one very serious cause for lukewarmness 
on the part of the artists of France. They 
set se that America steals their ideas, 

rticularly im the line of decorative art, 

ronzes, etc.; and they are also sore, and 
with good cause, because we impose a duty 
of 30 per cent on foreign works of art. This 
feeling will be manifest, I have no doub 
when we come to ask for contributions; an 
it would be felt equally if the Fair were com- 
ing to New York. I have always heid that 
works of art should be duty free, and I am 
more strongly of the opinion than ever that 
the tariff on them should be removed.“ 


DR. RYLANCE VINDICATED. 


Awarded a Verdict of $10,000 In His Sait 
Agsinst Vestryman Qoacken boss. 

New York, March 2.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Rylance of St. Mark’s 
Church won a decisive victory this morning 
in his suit for libel against Lawyer Nicholas 
Quackenboss, The trial of the case was 
concluded just before noon in the Superior 
Court before Judge Sedgwick, and as no de- 
tense was made the court directed a verdict 
for the plaintiff. No fixed amount of dam- 
ages had beon asked for in the complaint, 
and the jury, after fifteen minutes’ delibera- 
tion, brought in a verdict awarding Dr. Ry- 
lance $10,000. 

Ex-Judge Fullerton, who appeared for Mr. 
Qtackenboss,asked ior a stay, but this was de- 
nied by Judge Sedgwick. Dr. Rylance was 
in court, and the room was crowded with his 
parishioners and a number of his clerical 
friends. They all pressed around che vener- 
able rector when the verdict was announced 
and congratulated him enthusiastically upon 
his vindication from the charges of immorali- 
ty brought by Mr. Quacken boss, 

Only two witnesses were put on the stand 
‘this morning. They were Henry P. Ben- 
wick, the Senior Warden of St. Mark’s, and 
Dr. Rylance himself. The former is a vener- 
able, white-haired gentleman, who said he 
had been a member of St. Mark’s parish 
since his boyhood. He testified that he had 
been intimate with Dr. Rylance and 
his family for twenty years, and had 
always rthad the highest esteem for 
him. He declarea that he was temperate and 
not addicted to the use of strong drink and 
was aman ofthe highest moral character. 
Then Dr. Rylance took the stand and denied 
every one of the charges contained in Mr. 
Quackenboss’ letter, which was the basis of 
the libel suit.

A Strong Protest Against Any of the De- 
serters Being Taxen Back.

OXFORD Is IHN WINNER, 


Her Boat’s Crew Beats Cambridge by a 
Length. 

LONDON, March %.—The great annual race be- 
tween the boat crews of Oxford and Cambricge 
Universities took place on the Thames this aft- 
ernoon. The weather in the forenoon was brill 
lant, but at the time of the race the wind was 
changeable, causing the water to be quite chop- 
py. An unprecedented crowd gathered along 
both banks of the river and the interest dis- 
played was without parallel in the annals of the 


race. 

The Cambridge crew was the decided favorite 
in the betting. It won the toss for position and 
chose the Surrey side of the river. At 4:44 the 
word was given and the crews started. 

Oxford was first away. The Cambridge crew 
pulled the faster stroke and overtook Oxford 
and passed them and led at Clasper’s. By the 
time Craven Steps, six furlongs from the start, 
was reached Oxford had gone to the front 
again. Hammersmith bridge, a mile further 
on, was reached at 4:55. When passing 
this point Cambridge had a lead of half a 
length. At4:58 Cambridge passed the Thorn- 
croft yard, leadmg by six feet. When the Vevon- 
shire Meadows, three miles from the starting 
point, were reached at 4:50. both crews were 
— on even terms. Oxford led at Barnes“ 

ridge, four furlongs further on, by half a length. 
She passed that point at 5:02. Oxford then 
— ahead and won the race by a length. Her 
time was twenty-two minutes and three seconds. 

The course was the usual one from Putney to 
as te a distance of four miles and two fur- 

ongs. 

This is an important victory for Oxford and 
an especially bitter defeat for Cambridge, as it 
confirms the former university in its position of 
leader for at least two years longer. Forty-sev- 
en annual races have now been rowed, of which 
Oxford has won twenty-four and Cambridge 
twenty-two. A dead heat occurred in 1877. In 
1863 each university had won ten races. Then 
foliowed six straight victories for Oxford, and 
Cambridge has not yet been able to overcome 
the lead thus secured. Had she won today’s 
struggle she would have tied the score after a 
stern chase of twenty-seven years. Her de- 
feat, however, was not altogether unex- 
pected, tne = „ been steadily in favor 
of her rival all along. The Oxford crew was 
largely made up of the men who rowed last year, 
whereas Cambridge had only two veteran oars- 
men in the boat. The dark-blue victory must be 
attributed to superior style and longer experi- 
ence, for the Cantabs bad the advantage of 
weight on their side. Muttlebury. the Cam- 
bridge President. remained in residence for the 
express purpose of rowing in this race, and some 
objection was raised to his taking part in it, as 
he had already rowed: for four years. He will 
probably regret having strained a point to add a 
particularly exasperating defeat to his record.

Payment of City Bonds. 

CHICAGO, March 24.—[Editor.of the Tribune.] 
—({1) Are bends issued bya city more than a 
promissory note? (2) Are city bonds a lien only 
7 — the department for the exclusive benefit 
of which they were issued, oris the city at large 
required to pay and redeem these bonds in case 
they cannot for some reason be paid out of the 
department funds when they become due? For 
instance, a city issues water bonds and fails to 
pay the interest or the principal when due—are 
these bonds then only an unpaid debt or are they 
a lien like a mortgage on the city water-works, 
and is the city obliged to make arrangemeni for 
the redemption of the coupons or bonds them- 
selves, and in which way would that have to be 
Gone? (8) Are school bonds in any way better 
security than water bonds, for the reason that 
the first named are paid by direct tax levy on 
real property?

Lö) Municipal bonds are a promissory of the 
city issuing them, but in all cases where bonds 
have been properly authorized the law directs 
that a tax-levy shall be made to provide for the 
payment of the interest and principal. For that 
reason the bonds become a tax-lien ahead of all 


mortgages on taxable property in the city or 


county issuing them. (2) Where city bonds are 

issued for street improvements, or water-works, 

or for any other special purpose the lien is of the 

same character as that of general municipal: 
bonds. If, for instance, a city issues bonds for 
water-works and then fails to pay interest, the 

bond is not a mortgage secured simply on the 

water-works, but it is secured by atax-lien on all 

the property in the city subject to taxation.

It modifies the bill so that the 
Secretary of Agriculture is to have the salt- 
ed pork and bacon inspected whenever any 
foreign Government requires the inspection 
of such meats or whenever a foreign Govern- 
ment prohibits the admission of such meats 
unless they have been inspected by an 
officer of the United States Govern- 
ment before exportation. This provision 
will reach France and Germany, the 
countries against which the _ retalia- 
tory legislation is directed, without involv- 
ing the trade with Great Britain. It is fur- 
ther provided that the inspection may be 
made at the place where the meats are 
packed or boxed for shipment instead of re- 
auiring this to be done at the port of expor- 
tation, as fixed in the original bill. Each 
package of meats thus inspected shall bear 
marks, stamps, or other devices for identifi- 
cation. An inspection of such meats may be 
made at the point of exportation or shipment 
if an inspection has not been made at’ tne 
point of packing or if a reinspection becomes 
necessary. 

Senator Edmunds or Seaator Sherman will 
try to have the Senate take p thee bill soon, 
and when it comes up the changes agreed 
upon by the committee will be offered as an 
amendment and the bill will be pressed to 


its passage. 


In the House this morning Mr. Cannon of 
Illinois, from the Committee on Rules, re- 
ported a resolution making the Wyoming 
Admission bill a special order for today, a 
recess to be taken at 5:30 this afternoon un- 
til ll o'clock tomorrow, the previous ques 
tion to be considered as ordered at 1 o’clock.

Mr. Washing 
ton of Tennessee attacked the woman suf- 
frage clause, and held that the people of 
Wyoming had violated the provision of the 
act of organization limiting suffrage to white 
male suffrage. Women might be sent from 
Wyoming to the Senate. 

Mr. Morey of Ohio favored the bill, and 
advocated the civil and legal enfranchise- 
ment of women in all the States of the Union. 
After further debate the House took a recess 
until 11 o’clock tomorrow.

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THE BOARD OF TRADE WINS A Vo- 
TORY IN THE CIROUIT COURT. 


Judges Taley, Horton, and Collins Decide 
That It Can Shut Down on the Basi- 
mess of Furnishiag Quotations toe Out- 
siders—The “Tickers” to Remain Quiet 
After March 31—Their Present Oper- 
ators Profeas to Be Net at All Worried 
Over the Outlook. 


The Board of Trade won a victory over the 

so-called bucket-shops yesterday, Judges 
Tuley, Horton, and Collins reading a decision 
to the effect thatif the board discortinued 
the furnishing of market quotations it would 
not be violating the injunctions in several 
cases in which it is restrained from cutting 
— quotations to the complaining non-mem- 

rs. 

The cases in which these injunctions are 
in force are those of Charles B. Lee, James 
W. Turner, Frank M. Bailey, Ozro D. Weav- 
er, George Schreiner, Adolph J. Lichtstern, 
James A. Murphy, Thomas J. Hodgen, Lee 
Hunt, Albert W. Hester, and William 
H. Epply. The board's motion to 
be aliowed to go out of the 
business of supplying prices current was 
made and argued a week ago. It was chen 
claimed by counsel for Murphy, Lichstern, 
Epply, and tne other complainaats that the 
resolution of the board to discontinue fur- 
nishing market quotations March 31 was not 
bona fide, but was a scheme to deprive the 
non-members of the prices. It was argued 
that the board, while publicly not furnish- 
ing quotations, would actually supply them 
to out-of-town subscribers through private 
members on the floor of the exchange. 

The decision was delivered by Judge Tuley 
and was as follows: 

For the last eight years a contest has been 

0 on in this court in regard to the Board of 

rade market quotations or news, in which the 
only question has been whether or not the Board 
of Trade could itseif, or by contract with or dic- 
tation to the telegraph companies, discriminate 
as to what persons or corporations should re- 
ceive the market news or quotations collected 
or disseminated the board or by its authority. 
The chancellors of this court have uniformly re- 
fused to dissolve or modify the injunctions 
issued restraining the board from making such 
discrimination. 

A score or more suits have been pending, but 
only one has been brought toa hearing. That 
was before eer Bagby, a Judge from an out- 
side circuit holding a branch of this court. It 
was not a full hearing on the merits, but was 
sufficient to present the broad question as to the 
right of the board to make such discriminations, 
Judge Bagby held in favor of the board, but on 
appeal to the Supreme Court his decision was 
reversed, and the position always takea by 
the chancellors of this court on that 
question was afiirmed. The Board of Trade 
now proposes to acquiesce in that decision, but 
claim that under the decision of the Supreme 
Court, as modified upon the petition for rehear- 
ing, it has aright to entirely abandon the busi- 
ness of collevting and disseminating these mar- 
ket quotations. The directors of the board the 
first day of this month adopted a resolution in 
substance that after the sist day of this month 
it would abandon the collection and dissemina- 
tion of the market quotations, and now asks a 
modification of the injunctions heretofore issued 
by this court so as to permit it to be done. 

We all agree that under the moditied decision 
of the Supreme Court the board has the right so 
todo. There is no charter duty upon the board 
to collect and disseminate the market news, and 
such being the case we agree that, — eg given 
reasonable prior notice of its intention, it has 
the right to abancon the said business. We havé 
agreed upon the following order which will be 


entered in all the cases: 
The said motion of said defendant, the said 


Board of Trade, coming on to be heard upon the 
resolution passed by said Board of Trade and the 
arguments of counsel for and against said motion 
having been beard and the court being fully ad- 
vised in the premises, it is ordered and adjudged 
that the injunction heretofore issued in this 
canse be and the same is modified by addin 
thereto the words foliowing—to-wit: Provide 
however, if the said Board of Trade shall at any 
time hereafter permanently abandon the busi- 
ness of collecting and disseminating, directly or 
indirectly, such market quotations, news, ar in- 
formation, such act shal! not be deemed a viola- 
tion of this injunction.” 

Lawyer A. W. Green, who represents the 
board, was jubilant over nis victory, and an 
order empowering the court’s decision was 
made in all the pending cuses. The com- 
plainant’s principal counsel was not present, 
and it was not stated what opinion they had 
of the decision. It is said they still coincide 
with the views expressed in their lawyer’s 
arguments—that the board intends to go out 
of the business of furnishing quotations only 
temporarily so as to shake off the people who 
have been getting market news for nothing 
for solong. It was said by one of the com- 
plainants that if the board ever will resume 
the business of furnishing quotations the 
court would be asked to compel it to restore 
the tickers to the outsiders if they should 
now be taken away. 

President W. T. Baker of the Board of 
Trade said: The decision is entirely satis- 
factory tous. It was all we expected. The 
board decided to goout of the business of 
furnishing quotauons March 31. The entire 
force of clerks engaged in that branch of the 
work were notified that they would not be 
needed longer, and the Western Union Tele- 
graph company was also requested to remove 
its instruments.“ 

„Does the board intend te permanently 
abandon the practice of furnishing quota- 
tions, or will it resume the business at some 
future date!“ 

The board is not indulging in any subter- 
fuge in this matter. It has announced its in- 
ten tion to quit on a certain date, and ex- 
plained its reasons for so doing. It will not 
supply quotations after that time. The only 
reason we went into court was because it 
was claimed by the bucket-shops that in 80 
doing we would be guilty of contempt of 
court. The bucket-shops can get quotations 
hereafter in any way they see fit; the board 
will not supply them.” 

James A. Murphy did not appear to be par- 
ticularly annoyed over the turn affairs ined 
taken. His bucket-shop is the largest in 
town, and he bas been iu the fore at all times 
in the fight with the board. It is not much 
of a victory,” he said. We expect. to go 
on doing business with reliabie quotations to 
guide us. Tne right of the board to quit fur- 
nishing them ha» always been conceded. If 
it should do so now and resume again after 
awhile the injunction would still be in force 
and the board would Lave to 8 every- 
body with quotations, just as it has hereto- 
fore. Itis hardly likely that the board is in 
earnest in its avowed determination to quit. 
The telegraph companies can collect the 
quotations, and if the Western Union wants 
the privilege of doing so it can certainly get 
it, the same as we could 1f we were public 
servants or, rather, incorporated for the pur- 
pose of collecting and disseminating news.” 

Another member of the firm said that the 
board had only been in the business of fur- 
nishing quotatons for about five years, 
and previous to that time both the 
Baltimore and Ohio and Western Union 
did the work and could undoubtedly do it 

in. It was a rumous policy for the board 
te adopt, for country agents and corre- 
spondents would not send in orders unless 
they knew che prevailing prices and knew 
also, that they were official. No one would 
be foolish enough to telegraph in a blind 
order for a deal. The commission men 
would soon be raising a vigorous kick 
against the unofficialenaracter of the board 
quotations, business would fall off 50 per 
cent, and the board would be compelied to re- 
sume the business to protect its own inter- 


ests.

were turned over to the several commercial 
companies owning the telegraph t right in 
said territory. is was in oo ration of the 
relinquishment by the telegraph companies of 
all claims against the United States for use of 
their lines and for the detention of the lines, and 
as compensation to said companies for the ex- 
clusion of commercial business in that portion of 
their lines which had been in the on of 
the United States. The Government at that 
time owned go = ct land line and 178 miles 
of submarine cable. 

The headquarters of the United States military 
telegraph were at Cleve in tne office of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, and its 
commander or chief was the Gen Superin- 
tendent of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany. The — * a ‘ a — 
graph companies . against. 
the. Government were contraband. of war, 
and, by the laws and usages Of war in ey- 
ery civilized country, they would have been taken 
from these parties because they were used 
aga‘nst the Government with more effect than 
buttalions or brigades of soldiers, and with more 
effect than batteries of artillery or any weapons 
used by an army. 

It was because of these peculiar relations ex- 
isting between these telegraph Companies that 
such jugglery was boldly perpetrated. The order 
of Feb. 27, 1 is missing and is not to be found 
among the agen apers in the War Depart- 
ment, I am informed that it was issued by Gen. 
Thomas T. Eckert, then Acting Secretary of 
War, and the associate of Gen. Stager in the 
command of the milita telegraph corps, and 
who also sustained relations to the telegraph 
companies that are well unders 

From $2,000,000 to $3,000,000 worth of telegraph 
lines were meme 2 given away while this pe- 
culiar combination had control of the military 
telegraph of the United States and manipulated 
the wires in their own interest and to 
the detriment of the Government.. The 
Americam he tae had Ed- 
win 8. Sanfor ts in charge 
as censor of all dispatches. Mr. Sanford was 
President of the Adams Express company and of 
the American Telegraph company, and he was 
during the war censor of all dispatches that went 
out of the War Department; in other words, he 
had the right to suppress any news that came 
from the field of battle and to detain it an bour, 
or a day or two days, and also the power to pre- 
vent the transmission of any dispatches that in 
his judgment seemed inimical to the Govern- 
ment. During that period dispatches were re- 
ceived in the War Department every half hour 
from the New York exchanges giving the quota- 
tions of gold and quotations of stocks, which 
were promptiy handed to Mr. Sanford. 

When our arnies were defeated gold went up 
and stocks went down. When tbere was a Union 
victory gold went down and stocks went up. 
The man who could delay the publicity of that 
fact for half a day had a magnificent opportunity 
for amassing an immense amount of wealth. 
No ove, no matter on which side of tue war he 
might have been, would justify the conduct of 
these companies and the manner in which the 
wires were finally manipulated so as to yield the 
largest revenue to them while the Government 
expended millions of dollars for telegraph facili- 
ties. Mr. Green's letter, as I understand, it says 
that they were very seriously interfered wita in 
the Soutnern States. The Government reaily re- 
built their “‘ramshackle’’ wires, and built bet- 
ter wires for them than they ever had before. I 
was down there in 1859—in Tennessee and Ala- 
bama—and Il was in Nashville When the Union 
army captured the city, The Government rein- 
stated their wires and placed them in first-class 
condition. Ali the commercial dispatches sent 
during the war over their wires were paid at the 
full toll rate, and tne soldier who sent a message 
to his family paid full rates. Phe only use the 
Government had of these wires was simply for 
the transmission of army orders, and that was 
done by its own military operators, 

Now. I say for myself, with wists knowledge I 
have of the telegraph, I would rather trust the 
Government than any private corporation or avy 
manager of any private corporation. We have 
been told that election riots u New York were 
at least prevented by the telegraph company 
giving out the proper news to the people as to 
the result of the election of 1886 What right has 
the telegraph — to bulletin election news 
or any other news? ould the) Goverament of 
the United States, if the telegraph had been 
under its control, publish bulletins and give away 
avy intelligence transmitted over its wires? 
Would they violate the mails and open letters 
which contafned such intelligence? ould any 
express company open the packages that go 
through its hands? Are not telegraph compa- 
nies merely public carriers intrusted with trans- 
mitting correspondeace? 

But the sbowing is here that the telegraph 
company received $88,000 for election news in 
1880. Eighty-eignt thousand dollars for what? 
For selling returns of State elections and Oon- 
gressional elections at different stations, peddled 
out to pool rooms, delivered at the theaters and 
at private resorts of every description. That is 
not, in my opinion, the function of the telegraph, 
and never snould be. f 

Dr. Green at one time testified that the West- 
ern Unionis the only company in this country 
that does not deal in news; and: yet they have 
dealt in news to the extent of 000 worth of 
election news. Now, suppose that Mr. J. Gould 
was deeply interested in election returns, would 
he be less formidable than any Postmaster-Gen- 
eral or than any man interested in the outcome 
of an election? 

It has been asked here whetiier or not a tele- 
graph toll of less than the present rate would be 
remunerative. I have compiled an estimate of 
the expense and earnings of a wire operated at a 
moderate speed. A first-class operator can 
transmit by the Morse instrument forty words 
per minute, At an average of thirty words per 
minute he would transmit 100 words in an hour, 
or 10,620 words in a day of nine hours. Comput- 
ing each message at thirty words and the rate 
per message at 15 cents he would earn for the 
company $54.10 a day. A first-class operator can 
send forty words a minute, but I have ouly cal- 
culated it at thirty. Low rates will make con- 
tinuous business. Computed at 10 cents per 
message of thirty words, the wire could earn 
$35.40 per day. The salaries of the two operators, 
one to receive and one to send, at $3 a day, ana 
four A to deliver the business at A a 
* $1 to each messenger, make a total expense 
ot 810 a day. I have purposely computed salary 
at the highest rates paid by the company, and 
also allow 1 for the messenger serv- 
ice. Lallow % for blanks and envelopes, and 
that is very liberal. There then remains $20.40 
clear gain per day. equal for 313 working days in 
the year to 885.20, Deduct from this sum 
$13,085.20 for the incidental expenses, repairs to 
the lines, etc., and we will have $5,000 a year 
from the operations of that one wire, or 10 per 
cent on an investment of $50,000 capital, At the 
rate of thirty-three woras a minute, or 2,000 words 

r hour, a Morse line operated with duplex 
nstruments for ten hours à day would earn $200 
per day. Operated asa quadrupiex its earning 
capacity would be $400 per day of ten hours, or 
$600 per day of fifteen hours, manned by two oper- 
ators, Working an average of seven anda halt 
bourseach per day. The expense would be: 
Eight operators at $8 per day, $24; sixteen mes- 
sengers, $1 a day each, $16; four office clerks, $2 
a day each, $8; blanks and envelopes, 88: total, 
$56. Computing on a word basis for special news 
service at one-third of a cent r word, or the 
average newspaper rate for night service, and 
2,000 words per hour for nine bours, would be $60 
a day, as against two operators, which would 
cost 86, messengers $2, and paper $2; total, $10, 
leaving a net income per day from a wire oper- 
ated at one-third of a cent per word of $50. 

Mr. Bingham of the Committee—Are we to 
conclude from the statement that you have 
made, showing that profit, that the Government 
rates are too high? 

Mr. Rosewater—I simply suggest that a 10 or 
15 cent rate would be remunerative to the Gov- 
ernment or to anybody else who was working 
the wires. 

Mr. Bingham—Do you think that amount of 
business would come to the Government save in 
very large offices? 

Mr. Rosewater—If you will send your commit- 
tee to New York you will observe that they are 
kept 8 busy right along. The operators 
have very little rest. 

Mr. Bingham—The oe I am putting to 
you is, ould u not only in the very large 
offices where this continuous work would be car- 
ried on?

ASSESSING 1OWA RAILROADS, 


Changes Made in Valuations by the Execu- 
OINes, Ia., March 26.—[Special.}— 
The Executive Council today finished the 
task of assessing the railroad property in the 
State for the purpose of taxation. From the 
figures before the Council it is learned that 
January 1, 1890, there were 8,¢60 miles of 
railroad in operation in Iowa, 38.5 
miles less than was in opera- 
uon one year before. During 1889 
the average gross earnings of fewa 
roads per mile were $4,537. The operating 
expenses per mile were $3,101 and the net 
earnings $1,496. During’ 1889 the ratirvads 
paid into the 8 county treasuries in 
the way of taxes $1,283,648. Tne only chan 
made in the assessments per mile for 1 
from those cof 1889 were the Burlington and 
Western reduced from $1,500 to 81,200; 
the Crooked Creek line from $3,000 
to $2,500; the Des Moines ana Nortb- 
Western from $3,000 to 2500; tne 
Ottumwa and Kirkland from $10,000 to 85,000; 
the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City in- 
creased from $3,500 to . 700; the Fort Mad- 
ison and North western from $400 to $800; the 
Omaba and St. Louis from 64, 000 to $4,500, and 
the Union Pacific dummy line in Iowa, be- 
tween Council Bluffs and Omaha, reduced 
from $15,000 to $5,000.

‘LAKE INSURANCE RATES. 


THEY CAN NO LONGER BE DICTATED 
BY THE UNDERWRITERS. 


How the English Companies Have Invaded 
the Field and Captured a Big share of 
the Business—Coal aad Its Movements 
—the Days of Long Lake Voyages for 
Passengers Numbered — Threats of a 
War in Freight Rates—Marine News. 

Burri, N. L., March 26.—[Special. }—The 
lake underwriters who have for so many 
years dictated terms of insurance to ves- 
selmen aad have had things generally their 
own way are troubled. The English have 
invaded their domain, have captured many 
prizes, and are now campaigning for more. 
They offer raves that the lake people say are 
ruinous, but vesselmen are not deterred on 
that account. They do business contrary to 
the laws of the State, but that makes not the 
slightest difference. 

The Lehigh Valley Line, with its dozen 
steamers, has neyer carried insurance, ex- 
cept for fire, and has never had anything but 
fire losses. When insurance got so cheap 
General Manager Henry went to New York 
to see what it meant. 

was offered,” said he, on our Al steel 
steamers a rate of two and one-eight cents 
for total loss, general average, collision, col- 
lision liability, and fire, the latter for the 
year. This;was not in Lioyd’s at London, 
but in strong English companies. Iam not 
sure I could not have had it at two cents. 
Our folks have saved a bie funa by not insur- 
ing and are not much inclined to insure now, 
but I rather think it would be a good plan.“ 

The Western Transit fleet (New York Cen- 
tral line) has been placed in London at an 
extremely low rate. This will be the first 
season in many years its fourteen or fifteen 
boats have been insured. The Union Steam- 
boat line has not been covered, but doubtless 
will be in the same way. Last year its boats 
were insured in Lioyd’s, and they probably 
will be again. 

“We were never treated so well as when 
the Tioga went on Grey's Reef,“ said Gener- 
al Manager Bullard, ** and are perfectly sat- 
isfied so far.“ 

Can the business be done at 2 per ceat? 

The lake underwriters hand! Al risks 
last year at 4 per cent and lost money. 

W. J. Sandrock of Smith, Davis & Co. 
said the fire risk alone cost their companies 
1 per cent, according to their statistics, for 
many years. This leaves a little over 1 per 
cent for marine risks. Even vesselmen Who 
have insured directiy in London admit the 
rate is lower than it is really worth. 

Legal opinions bere are that if the payment 
of a loss on these English policies is resisted 
all the insured can collect in English courts 
will be the amount of the premiums they 
have paid in, the business being contrary to 
law. The law part of it is the oddest of all. 
The New York insurance statements are 
particuiarly strict about deposits of foreign 
companies to secure policyholders. Some- 
thing hke $200,000 must be placed with the 
State before these companies can legally do 
business. But there is no one to push the 
case. The lake underwriters are afraid some 
one will say, if they take up the question; 
that they are hurt and are squealing. The 
District-Attorney wili not moveof his own 
accord, and m- re it rests. For one season, 
at least, vesselmen wiil get cheap insurance, 
but it is quite likely, if some heavy losses oc- 
cur, that the English will drop their lake 
business with a startling suddenness. 

COAL AND ITS MOVEMENTS. 

Advices to Buffaio coal men are that there 
will be 150,000 tons of hard coal left on the 
docks at Duluth and Superior, and there will 
be amounts cousiderabiy in excess of the 
stocks left over last spring at Milwaukee and 
. 

Until August this will make the movement 
of coal lifeless. A prominent broker figured 
out for me today that with a three-cent rate 
on corn from Chicago boats could not carry 
coal for less than 50 cente a ton, and they 
would return.to Chicago light rather than 
take lower rates, ‘The large stock of grain 
at Lake Superior points would allow them to 
keep freights down by bringing large fleets 
here with wheat. If there is a good demand 
for coal in the East, however, there will be 
no coal to speak of shipped by lake until well 
along in the season. 

Stocks of soft coal in the West are said to 
be about exhausted, and a good trade is like- 
ly to be done in it from Ohio ports. 

Replying to the con.plaints of Chicago coal 
men that the difference in rates between 
Chicago and Duluth last season had resulted 
in supplying Missouri River points from the 
latter port, a broker said: 

“There is more money in taking coal to 
the head of Lake Superior at 25 cents than to 
Chicago at 60 cents. It is easier to unload a 
coal cargo and load grain at Duluth in two 
days than to do the same thing at Chicago in 
five. Low water in the Chicago River is to 
blame, not the Buffaio people, if coal goes 
around that place.“ 

Still another bad feature in coal freights is 
the all-rail rate of $3.50 per gross ton from 
the mines to Chicago made for this season. 
Last N the Pennsylvania road made that 
rate, but receded from it. Now all the lines 
have agreed to it. This means that the boats 
have got to carry coal 22}¢ cents cheaper, in 
competition with all-rail lines, than they did 
last year. The situation for the first half of 
the season, at least, is altogether bad for 
hard coal carrying. 

LAKE TRAVEL GROWING LESS. 

The days of long lake voyages for passen- 
gers are numbered so far as Buffalo is con- 
cerned. It was not wany years ago that the 
beauties of the water route to Chicago were 
a prominent theme in magazines and news- 
papers. but the boats did not pay and were 
taken off and sent to Lake Superior. Next 
they will disappear from the Lake Superior 
route. The railroads that run along the lake 
shores have killed tne boat lines for passen- 
gers, except during July and August, when 
the tourists are abroad. Then the boats 
make money, but what they lose during the 
rest of the season counterbalances their 
gains. 

It we were going to build a new fleet.“ 
said General Manager Evans of the Lake 
Superior Transit company, there would be 
no passenger accommodations. There is too 
much loss of time in running on a schedule 
tor one thing. Then the expenses must be 
kept up all the year for two months’ busi- 
ness. The boats we now have, of course, 
are arranged for passengers, and we cannot 
afferd to tear out their cabins.” ' 

The Lake Superior line will probably 
charter the steamer Nyack from the Union 
Steamboat company, as she cannot be sold at 
a reasonable fizure. The withdrawal of the 
Union Steamboat company from the Lake 
Superior line was a friendly affair, it seems. 
The company was composed of two stock- 
holders each from the Western Transit, 
Anchor, and Union lines. The company was 
the exclusive agents of the New York Cen- 
tral, Pennsylvania, and Erie roads. The 
Erie, which owns the Union line, believed it 
could do better by joining its fortunes in 
Lake Superior business with Jim“ Hill’s 
Northern Steamship company, ana soid its 
stock in the Lake Superior Transit company 
to the other stockholders. There was no 

uestion ofa war in the chan and the 
riendliness between the companies is shown 
by the chartering of the Nyack and putting 
her back in the line. 
THE THREATS OF WAR. 

The threats from St. Paul that a general 
war is to be inaugurated between the steam- 
boat companies over rates to that point is 
not relished by General Managers here. 

“They seem to think,’’ said one Manager, 
“that we are a class to sacrifice the large in- 
terests placed in our hands and ruin the 
property as if it were a trifimg matter. I 
know this is not the feeling amongus. We 
want to make money for our companies 
ana don’t intend to wage wars on 
anybody. The ninety boats in these fleets 
could have carried last year 3,000,000 tons of 
merchandise, includ all coarse freights, 
They did not get over 800,000 tons. Can they 
afford to fight!”
